Problem of Financing 
Must be Worked Out, 
Says County Supt. 


Chicago, April 17—“There is to 
be a decided shifting of population 
from city to country in the next 
two or three years,” said Otto F. 
Aken, Cook County Superintend­ 
ent of Schools, yesterday. 
“ Responsible families in tho Chi­ 
cago area are ready to make a move 
to the land just as soon as a financ­ 
ing plan can Le worked out, and 
President Roosevelt is earnestly 
bent on developing such a program. 
“The desire for land ownership 
and a home in the rural districts 
is apparent in all the large centers 
of population. 
The circumstances 
are much the same everywhere. 
Families are going to the land for 
comfort and 
security to escape 
from the nightm are of nonemploy­ 
ment and the high cost of living.” 
The typical city family wishing 
to locate on a little farm has some 
cash or an equity in a dwelling, 
Mr. Aken believes, and the vital 
point now’ is to have a suitable fi­ 
nancial plan for making a proper 
start 
with 
long-time 
am ortiza­ 
tion payments. 
A city man may 
have a $5,000 equity in a $10,000 
home find still be unable to get 
started on a ten-acre farm . 
If he 
is out of employment he is in a 
sorry state though far from being 
a pauper. 
“Either with 
public 
funds or 
through a plan worked out by lo­ 
cal organizations, there must be re­ 
financing for city home owners de­ 
siring to move to the country. 
I 
am confident, President Roosevelt 
will in time give practical effect to 
this idea. 
“Rural life offers an escape from 
many objectional conditions in a 
congested towm, and in the m atter 
of good living a little farm beats 
the city every day in the week. The 
choicest bill of fare in an expen­ 
sive hotel or a city mansion simply 
includes the fresh 
milk, 
cream, 
butter, eggs, fruits, vegetables and 
meats which are at hand on well 
managed farm s, small 
or large. 
People in cities clamor for the or­ 
dinary commodities of a farm and 
call them luxuries. 
“The small farm requires less 
capital than the large 
one, for 


equipment asw ell as for the land 
itself. 
It is better for the person 
of limited means. 
The aim of a 
family should be to have a tastful 
home, one that 
it. need 
not be 
ashamed of, so that there will be 
a chance for happiness and con­ 
tentment. 
A sufficient income can 
be gained quickest from a small 
dairy and poultry plant. Vege­ 
tables and fruits follow in natural 
orde J*. 
“Land is 
available 
for these 
small farm s in all parts of Illinois 
and other states 
of the 
Middle 
W est. 
I learn of many property 
owners who will sell in tracts to 
su itp ity people. 
Marketing direct 
to city customers is easily done by 
parcel post for nearly all the pro­ 
ducts of a small farm. 
Examples 
of this system working well are 
found right here in Cook county.

tracks, was started Monday at Ar­ 
lington Hark. 
A force of 30 men, 
of whom lo are technical experts, 
are engaged on the job, which will 
under the direct supervision of 
H. L. Straus, 
p re s e n t 
of the 
American Totalizer Company. 
Its 
cost will be approximately $250,- 
000. 
“An exhaustive study of the op­ 
erations of “totes” 
all 
over the 
world and a thorough trial of the 
improvements 
fostered 
by 
Mr. 
Straus have convinced us of the 
new machine’s worth,” Mr. 
Leh­ 
mann said today in announcing the 
start of construction. 
“We 
are 
happy to say that Arlington’s new 
totalizer removes all mystery from 
the betting.” 
The totalizer to be installed at 
Arlington Hark, Mr. Straus said, is 
operated by electricity 
in all its 
parts, even to calculating the odds. 
This improvement over the ma­ 
chines at Hialeah Hark, English 
and French tracks, whose opera­ 
tions involve many belts and pul­ 
leys, is a result of several years’ 
research and experimenting by en­ 
gineers of the 
General 
Electric 
Company.s’ automatic switchgear 
department at West Philadelphia, 
Mr. Straus reported. 
“All persons who have seen the 
new machine in operation at the 
factory are confident it will fulfill 
every demand made upon it by the 
most discriminating 
racing 
pat­ 
ron,” the 
constructing 
engineer 
said. 
Two carloads 
of copper 
cable 
have been unloaded at Arlington 
Park ready to be connected with 
150 ticket-issuing machines, which 
also will be operated by electricity 
When the contract is completed, he 
added, there will be 230 miles of 
wire in position, connecting 
the 
ticket-issuing 
machines 
in 
the 
grandstand, clubhouse and Post and 
Haddock club with the calculating 
apparatus, which in turn will be 
connected 
with 
the three odds 
boards, one of which will be in the 
infield and the others in the club­ 
house and grandstand enclosures. 
“No longer will they be known 
as approximate odds boards,” Mr. 
tSraus said, “as Aldingtons’ new 
totalizer removes all 
guesswork 
cause of the speed of its opera- 
on. The boards will be aide to re­ 
port the volume of betting on each 
horse as well as the odds against 
each one at all times, but probably 
the boards wall be controlled and 
changed only at stated intervals 
due to confusion caused by the con­ 
stant changing of figures.”
